What you have here is the matter of ITU "Regions". We are ina 
different region 
than Europe. The amateur service is not allocated the same bands as we use 
here. 
I don't have an ITU manual handy but as I recall, 80 meters is limited to about 
200 khz in Europe. The same thing applies as to 40 meters where SW broadcast 
predominates there and the amateurs are granted either 7.0-7.1 or 7.0-7.15 Mhz. 
T'll try and get the exact allocations for the three regions and 
post them. 
The Maritime service around England and Europe uses 1.6-2.0 Mhz (or did) for 
marine service as well as the usual 2 mhz segments. In fact, most European 
SSB/CW 
transmitters cover 1.6-3.8 Mhz. I think most of the stuff on the low end of 
80 used 
in maritime service is in the North Sea area.

Greetings to all things glowing, 


I finally put the finishing touches on the 5134 here. The main problem 
were the end points. Mine were off about 6 KC and the KC dial was also off 
as well. Other problems needing a fix were; KC dial wobble due to slightly 
bent KC shaft, both dial cords needed to be replaced and there was a 
"stiffness" to the tuning unlike the "smoothness" of other J4's I've seen. 

Thanks to Mike Maloney for letting me borrow his custom tools needed to 
cure the end points on the PTO and a reprint of his article from ER. The 
end points are now perfect with exactly 10 turns from end to end. After I 


did the end points the KC dial was now off from center about 12 KC. The 
Dallas Lankford article says the way to fix that is to loosen the screws on 
the PTO shaft and shift the linkage to read zero at 12 o'clock....well I 
don't think that would have worked on mine, the mechanical stops would have 
been too off after shifting the linkage that far. Mike said the best way is 
too loosen the KC dial and center it that way and that is the way I 
proceeded. Getting the KC dial off the shaft though can be described as 
slightly difficult as the set screws are behind the KC dial. I tried 
heating the screws up with the soldering tip but I don't think it helped. I 
thought the spine tool was going to snap before the screws came loose but I 
finally got them off. 

I replaced both dial cords with .026 Steelon nylon coated wire. The 
original drum cord is plain nylon cord which was 99% worn out, it broke with 
only moderate pulling. The original dial cord had many cracks in the nylon. 
While having the front panel off Mike said it would be a good time to clean 
the dial glass, I also lubricated the gears that are hard to get too with 
the front panel in place. The KC dial wobble was cured with pliers and I 
put everything back together. A full IF and RF alignment followed. Now the 
tuning "stiffness" is cured. 

Since I've had the radio which has been two years the end points did not 
increase that I could tell. The worst thing I think would be getting to the 
point where the pto adjusting screw is all the way in and no more 
adjustments could be made. According to the Lankford article there were two 
types of PTOs in the J4's; ones that drifted about 1 1/2 KC each year and 
others that stayed pretty stable. I don't know how to tell them apart. 
Maybe getting a spare PTO would be a good thing for down the road.

A better suggestion is the KC014L-ND, which has steady state current of 
1.1A and no-load resistnace of 50 ohms. It is about the size of a .001 500V 
disc ceramic capacitor, and should be mounted in the air, away from other 
components. Most BA receivers draw about 1 ampere from the a.c. line. Ifa 
higher-rated limiter is used, it won't have a chance to heat properly and 
will have too high a resistance. I think the 1.6A version (KC-013L-ND) is 
a bit too large for most receivers. I measured the voltage drop across a 
KCOQ14L-ND to be about 1.25VAC when using one in an RME-69, which draws 
about 0.8A from the a.c. line. Incidentally, the devices are thermistors, 
not a thyristors ; I mispoke in my original posting.
